White  House 
spokesman  Marlin  Fitzwater  said  it 
was  still  an  improvement  from  the 
vaguely  worded  language  of  the  draft 
communique. 

“The  U.S.  is  happy  with  the  final 
product,”  Fitzwater  said. 

A  political  statement  issued  Mon¬ 
day  praised  Reagan  for  his  arms  ne¬ 
gotiations  with  Soviet  leader  Mikhail 
S.  Gorbachev  and  urged  the  super¬ 
powers  to  pursue  deep  cuts  in  their 
strategic  nuclear  arsenals.  . 

Offering  Gorbachev  an  incentive  to 
pursue  openness  and  freedom,  the 
summit  leaders  held  out  the  prospect 
of  expanded  trade  with  the  West  and 
said  that  Soviet  reforms  would  be 
viewed  positively. 

Reagan,  stressing  his  free-market 
philosophy,  had  argued  that  upwards 
of  $200  billion  a  year  is  spent  around 
the  world  each  year  to  subsidize  farm 
exports.

WASHINGTON  —  One  figure  implicated 
through  wiretaps  in  the  Pentagon  procurement 
bribery  and  fraud  probe  agreed  within  the  past  few 
days  to  cooperate  with  the  government  and  another 
is  on  the  verge  of  agreeing  to  tell  what  he  knows, 
sources  familiar  with  the  investigation  said  Tues¬ 
day. 

Meanwhile,  Defense  Secre¬ 
tary  Frank  C.  Carlucci  decided 
to  reassign  six  Pentagon  offi¬ 
cials  under  scrutiny  in  the  in¬ 
vestigation.  He  directed  that 
anyone  whose  activities  come 
under  examination  must  be 
moved  to  a  different  job  that 
has  nothing  to  do  with  procure¬ 
ment. 

The  person  who  is  cooperat¬ 
ing  with  the  government  is 
someone  whose  voice  turned  up 
frequently  on  the  court-or¬ 
dered  wiretaps  that  are  a  cen¬ 
tral  part  of  the  two-year  inves-

tigation,  said  the  sources,  speaking  on  condition  of 
anonymity. 

Under  investigation  are  allegations  that  defense 
contractors  and  consultants,  many  of  them  former 
military  men,  bribed  Pentagon  officials  for  con¬ 
tracting  details  that  could  be  vital  in  winning  con¬ 
tracts  worth  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars. 

It  could  not  be  determined  whether  the  target 
who  is  cooperating  is  a  Pentagon  employee,  a  con¬ 
sultant  or  someone  working  for  a  defense  contrac¬ 
tor. 


The  government  frequently  relies  on  gaining  the 
cooperation  of  participants  in  a  white-collar  con¬ 
spiracy  to  win  the  conviction  of  bigger  targets. 

Some  of  the  wiretaps  in  the  two-year  bribery 
probe  were  in  place  for  290  days  in  1987  and  picked 
up  4,764  conversations,  of  which  671  were  catego¬ 
rized  as  incriminating,  according  to  federal  court 
records. 

The  records  identify  the  matter  only  as  a  bribery 
probe  in  the  eastern  district  of 
Virginia,  but  several  sources 
confirmed  that  the  taps  listed  in 
the  records  involved  the  Pen¬ 
tagon  case. 

Meanwhile,  other  sources  fa¬ 
miliar  with  the  investigation  said 
one  wiretap  involves  a  conversa¬ 
tion  between  former  Navy  Sec¬ 
retary  John  Lehman  Jr.  and  his 
procurement  aide,  Melvyn  Pais¬ 
ley. 

The  sources  said  the  conversa¬ 
tion,  recorded  late  last  year  or 
early  this  year,  can  be  inter¬ 
preted  as  being  a  tip-off  by  Leh¬ 


man  that  Paisley  might  be  under  investigation. 

Attorney  General  Edwin  Meese  HI  refused  to 
say  Monday  whether  Lehman  is  among  those  un¬ 
der  scrutiny.  Paisley  and  another  former  Lehman 
aide,  retired  Adm.  James  A.  “Ace”  Lyons,  have 
been  implicated. 

The  sources  refused  to  describe  the  possible 
warning,  which  investigators  are  examining  as  a 
potential  obstruction  of  justice  and  which  occurred 
after  Lehman  and  Paisley  had  left  the  government 
in  the  spring  of  1987. 


Pentagon  spokesman  Dan  Howard  said  he  didn’t 
know  if  Lehman  had  been  told  of  the  investigation 
by  the  Naval  Investigative  Service,  or  NIS. 

James  H.  Webb,  who  succeeded  Lehman  as  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Navy;  William  Ball,  the  current  Navy 
secretary,  and  Air  Force  Secretary  Edward  C. 
Aldridge  received  general  briefings  about  the  exis¬ 
tence  of  the  fraud  probe  from  NIS  after  assuming 
office,  Howard  told  reporters. 

Webb,  Ball  and  Aldridge  did  not  know  how  the 
FBI  had  broadened  the  Navy  investigation,  how¬ 
ever,  and  Carlucci  did  not  learn  of  the  probe  until 
the  day  before  search  warrants  were  served  last 
week,  Howard  said. 

Meanwhile,  the  spokesman  said,  Carlucci  has  is¬ 
sued  a  directive  specifying  that  any  Pentagon  em¬ 
ployee  who  became  “the  subject  of  the  investiga¬ 
tion”  must  be  ^ven  substitute  “duties  that  will  not 
involve  them  in  ongoing  procurements  or  provide 
them  access  to  information  related  to  ongoing  pro¬ 
curements.” 

Carlucci  took  the  action  so  that  Pentagon  pur¬ 
chasing  is  “free  from  question,”  Howard  said. 

Pentagon  sources,  demanding  anonymity,  said 
the  directive  had  led  to  reassignments  for  six  em¬ 
ployees  —  five  men  identified  last  week  in  search 
warrants,  plus  a  sixth,  unidentified  employee 
whose  office  was  not  searched  but  who  is  also  under 
investigation. 

The  five  whose  names  are  known  include  James 
Gaines,  the  deputy  assistant  Navy  secretary  for 
acquisition  management;  Dr.  Victor  Cohen,  the 
deputy  assistant  Air  Force  secretary  in  charge  of 
buying  tactical  command,  control,  communications 
and  computer  systems,  whose  office  was  searched 
last  week;  and  George  Stone,  a  Navy  official.

Nancy  Nelson,  nursing  information 
systems  coordinator,  who  is  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  new  program’s  develop¬ 
ment. 

According  to  Nelson,  the  program 
has  been  very  useful  to  the  attending 
physicians  and  nurses.  When  there  is 
any  change  in  a  patient’s  condition  or 
when  the  physician  has  ordered  medi¬ 
cation  that  may  have  some  side  ef¬ 
fects  based  on  some  other  medication 
the  patient  is  receiving,  the  computer 
will  alert  the  hospital  staff. 

The  computer  displays  the  num¬ 
bers  that  describe  the  patient’s  condi¬ 
tion,  including  blood  pressure,  fluid 
loss  or  gain,  lab  results,  diet  and  diag¬ 
nosis  on  a  terminal  located  next  to  the 
patient’s  bed. 

According  to  Nelson,  computerized 
bedside  charting  is  no  more  difficult 
for  the  nurses  to  learn  than  the  man¬ 
ual  bedside  charting  was.  Because  of 
this,  the  hospital  doesn’t  allot  extra 
training  time  to  units  where  the  com¬ 
puterized  system  is  in  operation. 

Within  a  couple  of  days  a  training 
program  was  established  to  teach  the 
physicians  how  to  use  the  system  and 
access  the  needed  information,  said 
Nelson. 

The  system  is  currently  in  opera¬ 
tion  in  the  intensive  care  unit,  as  well 
as  the  pilot  unit.  West  8,  said  Nelson. 
The  hospital  plans  to  have  the  system 
operating  in  all  units  within  a  year, 
barring  any  major  problems  that  may 
arise. 

“We  originally  anticipated  bringing 
the  system  to  other  units  earlier,  but 
found  that  one  of  the  programs  that 
we  use  was  written  for  computer 
technicians  to  enter  the  information, 
and  not  for  nurses,”  said  Nelson. 

That  program  is  now  being  rewrit¬ 
ten  and  will  be  ready  for  testing  in  a 
couple  of  weeks,  according  to  Nelson.

early  1960s.  The  life  of  the  commis¬ 
sion  would  be  15  years. 

Wyatt  believes  those  individuals 
who  suffered  as  a  result  of  testing  will 
be  able  to  obtain  compensation  with¬ 
out  too  much  difficulty. 

“They’re  going  to  have  to  present 
some  kind  of  evidence  to  prove  that 
they  lived  in  the  affected  areas  during 
the  testing  and  that  the  cancer  or  an¬ 
other  illness  was  a  result  of  the  radia¬ 
tion,”  he  said. 

According  to  Nielson,  the  commis¬ 
sion  would  have  authorization  to  pay 
damages.  However,  liabilities  for 
pain  suffering  would  not  exceed 
$100,000. 

Compensation  would  be  made  from 
a  $i50jriiilion  trust  fund  which  is  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea¬ 
sury. 

Wyatt  said  the  bill  had  been  in  plan¬ 
ning  stages  for  awhile  before  Hansen 
met  with  St.  George  residents  April 
8.  “We  had  a  meeting  with  area  resi¬ 
dents  to  solicit  ideas  on  the  bill  and 
ways  to  improve  it,”  said  Wyatt. 
“Senator  Hatch  was  also  there  and  he 
is  presenting  a  similar  bill  in  the  Sen¬ 
ate,”  Wyatt  added. 

Provo  City  Council 
approves  increase 
in  city  power  rates

During  a  public  hearing  Tuesday, 
Provo’s  City  Council  approved  a  9.8 
percent  power  rate  increase  for  the 
1989  fiscal  year  with  additional  in¬ 
creases  for  the  next  five  years. 

The  council  also  approved  an  in¬ 
crease  of  the  deposit  from  $40  to  $75 
and  a  $30  non-refundable  connection 
fee. 

The  increase  was  necessary  be¬ 
cause  it  will  help  the  Energy  Depart¬ 
ment  fund  its  operations,  make  capi¬ 
tal  improvements  and  maintain  a 
reserve  account,  according  to  Ron 
Rydman,  energy  department  direc¬ 
tor.*  But  some  citizens  at  the  meeting 
disagreed. 

“People  out  there  are  being  jerked 
around,”  said  Judge  E.  Patrick 
McGuire.  He  said  the  community  was 
not  being  informed  about  how  the  de¬ 
partment  works  and  why  the  in¬ 
creases  are  necessary. 

“I  feel  that  this  is  no  more  than 
raising  taxes  through  the  utility  de¬ 
partment  because  10  percent  of  the 
department’s  gross  goes  into  the  city 
budget,”  said  citizen  Bruce  Gammon. 

Mayor  Joseph  Jenkins  was  in  favor 
of  the  rate  hike  because  of  three  rea¬ 
sons:  failure  to  raise  rates  in  the  past, 
loss  of  power  from  the  city’s  cheapest 
power  source  and  additional  facilities. 

Jenkins  also  said  the  fact  that  thou¬ 
sands  of  people  (B  YU  students)  don’t 
pay  property  taxes  affected  the  bud¬ 
get  and  the  additional  revenue  was 
needed. 

Robert  R.  Rhoads,  utilities  engi¬ 
neer  for  BYU’s  physical  plant,  told 
the  council  this  rate  hike  should  be 
discussed  when  the  majority  of  BYU 
students  were  in  Provo. 

Joe  Woodwell,  a  senior  from  Las 
Cruces,  New  Mexico  majoring  in  his¬ 
tory,  said,  “The  vast  majority  of  stu¬ 
dents  live  off  campus.  Whether  you 
are  in  a  house,  condo  or  apartment 
complex,  you  are  going  to  be  paying 
for  the  increase. 

“The  problem  is  the  council  mem¬ 
bers  chose  the  middle  of  June  to  hold  a 
public  hearing  when  the  majority  of 
BYU’s  27,000  students  are  gone,” 
said  Woodwell. 

Rhoads  said,  “Provo  City  has  failed 
to  anticipate  rising  power  costs  and  to 
prepare  long-term  load  growth  sce¬ 
narios  ...  and  has  not  provided  reli¬ 
able  rate  projections,  resulting  in  se¬ 
rious  budgetary  shortcomings  for 
BYU.”

Hammonfj  affirms  power  of 'one'

One  person  can  make  the  difference  in  the  lives  of 
those  living  in  the  world,  said  F.  Melvin  Hammond, 
professor  of  political  science  and  religion  at  Ricks  Col¬ 
lege  at  the  first  summer  term  devotional  Tuesday. 

Hammond  told  BYU  students  at  the  de  Jong  Concert 
Hall,  HFAC,  about  an  experience  he  had  as  a  mission 
president  in  Bolivia  for  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.  He  spoke  of  the  discouragement  one 
of  the  missionaries  had  with  feelings  of  doubt. 

“He  was  saddened  by  his  own  perception  of  personal 
success,”  said  Hammond.  The  young  man  believed  that 
he  became  a  nobody,  feeling  that  his  contributions  to 
the  people  of  Bolivia  did  not  matter.” 

Hammond  then  gave  examples  of  people  who  had 
made  a  difference  in  the  world  with  their  contributions. 
Nicolaus  Copernicus,  the  Polish  astronomer  who 
demonstrated  that  all  planets  revolve  around  the  sun, 
changed  science  with  his  contribution,  said  Hammond. 
“One  man,  and  today  we  are  awed  into  humility  by  the 
tremendous  scope  of  the  universe.” 

According  to  Hammond,  Mohandas  Gandhi,  referred 
to  as  mahatma,  or  great-soul,  led  the  Indian  nationalist 
movement  against  the  British,  with  eventual  indepen¬ 


dence.  Joseph  Smith  was  born  to  righteous  parents  and 
sought  for  religious  truths,  said  Hammond.  “Today, 
because  of  one  man  and  his  indominable  character  for 
good,  the  truth  is  being  proclaimed  in  much  of  the 
known  world.” 

Jesus  Christ  also  changed  the  lives  of  many,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Hammond.  He  said,  “We  love  Him,  because  He 
first  loved  us.”  (1  John  4:19) 

“One  man.  The  Son  of  the  Eternal  God,  who  submit¬ 
ted  himself  to  all  of  these  things  in  order  that  we,  you 
and  I,  might  live  again  with  the  hope  of  Eternal  life.” 

Hammond  presented  these  examples  to  the  discour¬ 
aged  missionary.  He  said  he  asked  the  missionary, 
“Are  you  ready,  Elder,  to  go  back  out  into  the  field?  Do 
you  think  you  can  make  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  these 
special  people?”  His  attitude  had  changed,  said  Ham¬ 
mond. 

As  time  passed,  the  elder  was  relocated  to  a  remote 
area  of  Bolivia,  according  to  Hammond.  A  terrible  flood 
came  and  allowed  the  missionary  the  opportunity  to 
serve  the  people  in  the  relief  of  their  disaster.  The 
missionary  then  became  a  hero  to  these  people  and 
contributed  to  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  that  area, 
said  Hammond. 

“And  now,  just  for  a  moment,  what  can  you  do  to 
make  a  difference?”  said  Hammond. 


Commission  studies  AIDS 


White  House  group  releases  report

The  White  House  AIDS  commis¬ 
sion  wrapped  up  work  on  its  final  re¬ 
port  last  week  by  agreeing  to  urge 
Pres.  Reagan  to  designate  a  single 
government  offi¬ 
cial  to  coordinate 
the  battle  against 
the  epidemic. 

At  the  end  of  a 
13-hour  session, 
the  panel  also 
adopted  an  execu¬ 
tive  summary  cov¬ 
ering  20  major  is¬ 
sues  and 

highlighting  some 
of.  the  nearly  600 
specific  recom¬ 
mendations  con¬ 
tained  in  the  body 
of  the  269-page  re¬ 
port,  said  Tom 
Brand,  spokesman  for  the  commis¬ 
sion. 

According  to  Kristi  Schweiker  of 
the  Presidential  Commission  of  the 
Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus 
(HIV)  epidemic,  the  panel  was 
formed  as  a  result  of  an  executive  or¬ 
der  last  June.  The  members  were  ap- 
ointed  by  Pres.  Reagan,  said 
chweiker. 

The  commission  has  gone  through 
43  days  of  hearings  and  on-site  visits 
since  September  of  last  year,  Brandt 
said. 

The  report  will  officially  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  White  House  on  Friday. 


The  actions  called  for  in  the  report  are 
on  the  federal,  state  and  local  levels 
according  to  Brandt  and  will  take 
time  to  implement. 

The  summary  notes,  “We  are  a 
long  way  from  all  the  answers,”  de¬ 
spite  what  it  called  an  unprecedented 
research  effort  to  find  a  cure  or  vac¬ 
cine  for  the  dis¬ 
ease. 

“The  Human 
Immunodeficiency . 
Virus  epidemic 
will  be  a  challeng¬ 
ing  factor  in  Amer¬ 
ican  life  for  years 
to  come  and  should 
be  a  concern  to  all 
Americans,”  said 
the  final  report. 
“Recent  estimates 
suggest  that  al¬ 
most  500,000 
Americans  will 
have  died  or  pro¬ 
gressed  to  later 
stages  of  the  disease  by  1992.” 

The  report’s  final  chapter,  “Guid¬ 
ance  for  the  Future,”  was  a  compro¬ 
mise  blending  several  more  specific 
options  into  general  recommenda¬ 
tions. 

It  said,  “Commissioners  believe 
that  some  special  management  over¬ 
sight  entity  is  needed  at  this  early 
juncture  in  the  epidemic  to  see  that  an 
action  plan  to  carry  out  the  strategy  is 
aggressively  followed.” 

The  report  also  said  Reagan  should 
“clearly  establish  the  chain  of  com¬ 
mand  from  the  Cabinet  to  all  affected 
units  of  the  federal  government,  with 


a  single  designated  official  to  manage 
implementation  of  this  report  and  re¬ 
lated  activities  within  the  existing 
structure.”

Manigat  urges  world  to  shun  Namphy 

PORT-AU-PRINCE,  Haiti  —  Former  President  Leslie  Manigat  urged  the 
world  Tuesday  to  shun  the  soldiers  who  threw  him  out  of  office,  but  opposition 
politicians  called  Manigat  an  opportunist  and  said  they  were  glad  he  was  gone. 

One  opposition  leader  suggested  negotiations  with  Lt.  Gen.  Henri  Namphy, 
who  proclaimed  himself  president  on  Monday.  Streets  and  stores  werb  busy  in 
this  impoverished  city.  Few  people  seemed  upset  by  the  events  that  ended 
Manigat’s  4-month-old  civilian  government  and  brought  back  Namphy,  who 
had  run  the  country  for  two  years  after  the  Duvalier  dictatorship  ended. 

“The  message  is  clear:  Haitians  have  been  mocked  for  too  long  by  their 
governments.  The  people  are  not  concerned  because  they  never  accepted 
Manigat.  This  has  been  an  affair  at  the  top,”  said  the  Rev.  Antoine  Adrien,  a 
liberal  Roman  Catholic  priest  and  advocate  of  democracy. 

A  sociologist,  who  spoke  on  condition  of  anonymity,  said:  “Manigat  by  words 
alone  wanted  to  maintain  the  illusion  of  democracy.  One  puff  of  the  army’s  bad 
breath  blew  it  away.  ” 

In  Washington,  the  State  Department  said  the  United  States  would  main¬ 
tain  relations  with  the  new  government  and  work  toward  democracy  through 
diplomacy,  not  sanctions.  “There  is  no  break  in  the  diplomatic  relations;  we’re 
not  contemplating  it,”  spokeswoman  Phyllis  Oakley  said. 

Manigat  is  in  the  Dominican  Republic,  which  shares  the  Caribbean  island  of 
Hispaniola  with  Haiti. 

Soviet  soldiers  evacuate  Afghan  city 

ISLAMABAD,  Pakistan  —  Soviet  soldiers  under  attack  by  Moslem  guerril¬ 
las  have  evacuated  Kandahar,  Afghanistan’s  second-largest  city,  for  the 
safety  of  its  heavily  fortified  airport.  Western  diplomats  said  Tuesday. 

Insurgents  have  seiged  Kandahar  for  a  month  and  say  they  have  formed  an 
arc  around  the  city,  cutting  roads  on  the  north,  south  and  east. 

Those  claims  were  supported  by  reports  from  diplomats,  who  said  Afghan 
troops  were  driven  to  the  city  limits  and  the  Red  Army,  which  is  leaving 
Afghanistan  under  an  agreement  signed  April  14,  moved  its  men  to  the 
airport. 

The  diplomats,  speaking  on  condition  of  anonymity,  said  travel  on  the  road 
to  Herat  in  western  Afghanistan  was  sporadic  and  many  vehicles  came  under 
guerrilla  fire.  Earlier  reports  have  said  pressure  from  U.S. -supported  insur¬ 
gents  had  forced  the  Soviets  to  delay  withdrawal  from  Kandahar.  Aside  from 
an  occasional  military  truck,  there  are  no  reports  of  significant  Soviet  troop 
movement. 

Kaysville  man  pleads  guilty  to  abuse 

FARMINGTON  —  A  Kaysville  man  who  assaulted  U.S.  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Byron  R.  White  in  1982  to  protest  the  court’s  rulings  on  pornography 
has  pleaded  guilty  to  sex-related  offenses  involving  a  young  girl. 

Newton  C.  Estes,  63,  entered  guilty  pleas  Tuesday  in  2nd  District  Court  to 
charges  of  attempted  aggravated  sexual  abuse  of  a  child,  a  first-degree  felony, 
and  distributing  material  harmful  to  a  minor,  a  third-degree  felony, 

The  pleas  came  as  part  of  a  plea  agreement,  under  which  prosecutors 
reduced  the  sexual  abuse  count  from  aggravated  abuse  to  attempted  aggra¬ 
vated  abuse  and  stipulated  that  the  harmful  materials  count  would  refer  to  one 
obscene  photograph,  rather  than  many. 

“I  guess  if  I  had  thought  about  it,  I’d  have  known  it  was  unlawful,”  Estes 
told  Judge  Douglas  Cornaby.  “I  did  not  know  it  was  illegal,  but  I  knew  it  was 
wrong.”  Cornaby  set  a  July  19  sentencing  date. 

Deputy  Davis  County  Attorney  Brian  Namba  said  Estes  faces  maximum 
possible  sentences  of  five  years  to  life  in  prison  and  a  $10,000  fine  on  the  sexual 
abuse  count  and  up  to  five  years  in  prison  and  a  $5,000  fine  for  distributing 
harmful  materials. 

Police,  vagabonds  scuffle  at  Stonehenge 

AMESBURY,  England  —  Scuffles  broke  out  before  dawn  Tuesday  be¬ 
tween  police  and  anti-establishment  vagabonds  who  assemble  each  year  near 
the  4,000-year-old  Stonehenge  monument  on  midsummer’s  day. 

Wiltshire  police  said  scores  of  vagabonds  hurled  steel  poles,  beer  cans, 
stones  and  bottles  in  an  attempt  to  break  through  police  lines  surrounding  the 
archaeological  site,  but  were  quickly  driven  back.  Seven  policemen  and  two 
vagabonds  were  injured  and  about  40  arrests  were  made  for  breach  of  the 
peace,  police  said.  More  than  1,000  helmeted  police  armed  with  riot  shields  and 
truncheons  were  on  duty  to  stop  an  invasion  by  an  estimated  4,000  vagabonds. 

The  arrests  were  made  about  one  hour  before  60  white-robed,  modern-day 
druid  sun  worshipers  celebrated  the  summer  solstice,  the  longest  day  of  the 
year,  with  a  ritual  sunrise  ceremony  at  Stonehenge  at  4:57  a.m. 

The  goyernment-fimded  English  Heritage,. whwJjbruauages  the  site,  said  the 
vagabonds  hafi  earlier  this  week  refused gn^.gjfgr  of  1,100. tickets  taattend  the 
ceremony  under  escort. 

Man  sentenced  for  cousin's  murder 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  A  Kearns  man  who  admitted  beating  his  2-year-old 
second  cousin  to  death  last  November  has  been  sentenced  to  one  to  15  years  in 
prison  for  second-degree  murder. 

Eugene  Antone  Fontecchio,  41,  appeared  Monday  for  sentencing  in  3rd 
District  Court  for  the  November  1987  slaying  of  Andrew  Stout. 

Judge  John  K.  Rokich  ordered  the  sentence  be  served  consecutively  with  a 
one-to-five-year  term  Fontecchio  received  earlier  in  the  day  for  a  forgery 
conviction.  He  also  recommended  the  maximum  term  of  15  years  without 
parole.  “You  can’t  restore  life  once  it’s  been  taken,”  Rokich  said.  “I  feel 
strongly  about  life  and  about  children,  and  I  sympathize  with  the  (Stout) 
family,  but  I  thank  God  we  have  a  legal  system  where  in  the  vast  majority  of. 
cases  justice  is  administered.” 

Prosecutors  said  members  of  the  Stout  family  had  filed  impact  statements 
with  the  court  calling  for  harsher  penalties  than  the  law  allows  on  a  charge  of 
second-degree  homicide.  Attorneys  for  both  sides  reached  agreement  on 
sentence  recommendations  prior  to  the  hearing.  Their  judgment  was  based 
upon  medical  examiner’s  findings.

Utahns  concerned 


Teenage  drug  abuse  rises 
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Drugs  in  Utah  schools  have  become 
the  No.  1  concern  for  parents  over  the 
last  few  years,  according  to  Gene 
Bonella,  the  assistant  principal  of  Salt 
Lake  City’s  West  High  School. 

A  1982  report  from  the  juvenile 
courts  in  Utah  showed  that  abuse  of 
LSD,  heroin  and  inhalants  by  Utah 
high  school  seniors  was  at  a  much 
higher  level  than  the  national  aver¬ 
age. 

A  1984  BYU  study  of  Utah  stu¬ 
dents  ages  12-17  showed  that  5.1  per¬ 
cent  had  tried  cocaine  and  1.3  used 
the  drug  regularly. 

The  study  also  found  that  19. 1  per¬ 
cent  of  the  students  had  tried  mari¬ 
juana  and  11.4  percent  indicated  a 
regular  use. 

The  authors  of  the  BYU  study  said 


drug  use  was  more 
prevalent  at  small 
high  schools  than 
at  large  high 
schools  because  the 
amount  of  peer 
pressure  exerted 
on  the  students 
was  gi’eater. 

“Peer  pressure 
was  by  far  the  most 
influential  factor  in 
both  regular  and 
occasional  abuse 
among  marijuana, 
amphetamines  and 
depressants.

sents  only  the  results  of  autopsy  re¬ 
ports  from  the  state  medical  exam¬ 
iner’s  office.  Such  autopsies  may  not 
be  performed  in  every  drug-caused 
death.” 

The  number  of  cocaine  deaths 
showed  “cocaine  is  increasingly  be¬ 
coming  the  drug  of  choice,”  according 
to  the  report. 

“Statistics  are  not  an  accurate  re¬ 
flection  of  what  is  happening  inside 
the  schools.  It  just  reflects  the  dili¬ 
gence  of  certain  law  enforcement  offi¬ 
cers,”  said  Carl  Lightfoot,  a  juvenile 
officer  at  East  High  School. 

“It  could  be  higher  than  recorded. 
There  are  a  lot  (of  drug  incidents)  de¬ 
tected  by  police  that  aren’t  a  part  of 
the  records,”  said  Mike  Phillips,  as¬ 
sistant  deputy  for  Salt  Lake  Juvenile 
Courts. 

The  number  of  drug-related  crime 
arrests  declined  5  percent  from  1986 
to  1987.  However, 


“The  administration  must  let  the 
students  know  they  are  firm,  fair  and 
consistent,  let  them  know  you’re 
there,”  Bonella  said. 

The  Salt  Lake  School  District  sends 
its  teachers  to  a  three-day  awareness 
workshop  to  learn  to  recognize  prob¬ 
lems  and  to  help  the  students  under¬ 
stand  the  effects  of  drugs,  according 
to  Bonella. 

East  High  has  a  full-time  drug  and 
alcohol  counselor  who  teaches  a  sup¬ 
port  class  for  students  with  drug  or 
alcohol  problems.  “There  are  also 
workshops  throughout  the  year  by 
students  previously  involved  in 
drugs,”  said  Trujillo.  The  success  of 
these  programs  is  too  early  to  gauge, 
said  Trujillo.  “The  crime  rate  is  a  pub¬ 
lic,  societal  problem,”  said  Lightfoot. 
“If  the  community  were  willing  to  be 
involved  and  report  crimes,  it  would 
curb  the  crime  rate.” 


fllEXfinPER'S 
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Phillips  said  this 
reduction  does  not 
indicate  drug 
usage  has  de¬ 
creased  among 
students. 

“The  5  percent 
reduction  is  not 
because  there  are 
less  drugs  around. 
It  is  just  under  the 
surface  more  and 
going  up  steadily. 
There  are  reduc¬ 
tions  every  five 
years  or  so.  This  is 
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and  inhalants  depended  about  equally 
on  traditional  values  and  peer  pres¬ 
sure,”  the  report  said. 

Traditional  values  had  the 
strongest  effect  on  deterring  the 
abuse  of  psychedelics  and  heroin,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  report. 

A  study  done  in  1986  by  the  U.S. 
Attorney  General  showed  drug  use 
among  Utah  high  school  students  had 
increased  dramatically.  The  students 
surveyed  indicated  22  percent  tried 
marijuana  and  cocaine  usage  in¬ 
creased  to  6  percent. 

The  Utah  drug  problem  can  be 
measured  by  examining  juvenile 
court  reports  of  drug-related  crimes, 
accidents  and  deaths.  Drug  offenses 
among  juveniles  are  “20  percent  of 
the  work  load,”  said  Sharon  Gilson, 
special  services  coordinator  for  the 
Salt  Lake  City  Juvenile  Court. 

The  BYU  Utah  juvenile  report  in¬ 
dicated  cocaine  deaths  rose  from  five 
in  1985  to  13  in  1986.  The  overall  num¬ 
ber  of  drug-related  deaths  rose  9.1 
percent  in  the  one-year  time  span. 

The  report  says  that  “the  figure 
may  be  higher,  as  this  data  repre-

the  calm  before  the  storm,”  he  said. 

Drug  offenses  in  East  High  have 
declined  because  of  a  large  drug  bust 
last  year,  according  to  Lightfoot.  “A 
big  drug  bust  squashes  things  for  a 
while,”  he  said. 

East  High  has  not  changed  policies 
or  procedures  since  last  year’s  drug 
problem  was  discovered.  “We  didn’t 
need  to  address  any  certain  problem 
because  drugs  are  in  all  schools. 
Drugs  are  always  present  but  most 
often  it  doesn’t  hit  the  papers.  For 
some  reason,  this  one  did,”  said  Assis¬ 
tant  Principal  Herminio  Trujillo. 

West  High  School  discovered  a  sim¬ 
ilar  drug  problem  in  1986.  “We  are 
committed  to  the  awareness  of  drug 
abuse  and  know  the  general  popula¬ 
tion  is  most  concerned  with  drug 
abuse,”  said  Bonella. 

The  West  High  Drug  Free  Pro¬ 
gram  this  year  was  selected  by  the 
national  committee  for  review  in 
Washington  D.C. 

Bonella  said  this  was  a  great  way 
for  the  program  to  gain  recognition 
and  it  “helps  send  the  message  out 
that  we  are  aware  of  the  problem  and 
are  strivii^to  help  students).

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Opponents 
hope  a  judge’s  decision  will  prove  to 
be  the  fatal  blow  to  the  proposed 
merger  between  Utah  Power  &  Light 
Co.  and  PacifiCorp. 

FERC  administrative  law  judge 
George  P.  Lewnes  last  week  ruled 
that  both  utilities  failed  to  substanti¬ 
ate  the  merger’s  savings,  and  ques¬ 
tioned  whether  the  promise  of  lower 
rates  was  realistic.  Lewnes  also  found 
the  merger  anti-competitive  by  lock¬ 
ing  out  competitors  from  a  strategic 
interstate  transmission  system. 

“I  really  think  this  is  the  end,”  said 
Don  Allen,  a  Washington,  D.C. -based 
attorney  representing  the  Colorado 
River  Energy  Distributors  Associa¬ 
tion. 

The  association  is  a  consortium  of 
117  public  power  systems,  including 
many  in  Utah,  that  buy  cheap.power 
from  government  dams  along  the  Col¬ 
orado  River. 

UP&L  acknowledges  last  week’s 
initial  rejection  was  a  major  setback 
to  its  merger  plans.  But  the  company 
says  it  will  continue  to  seek  the 
merger.  “At  this  point  we  aren’t  con¬ 
sidering  options  without  the  merger. 
Right  now  we  are  trying  to  get  it  (the 
merger)  approved,”  UP&L 
spokesman  John  Ward  said. 

Analysts  agree  that  UP&L’s  and 
PacifiCorp’s  quest  to  merge  is  far 
from  finished,  and  some  observers 
say  it  isn’t  a  matter  of  if  the  merger 
gets  approved,  but  when.

The  former  director  of  the 
Jerusalem  Center  for  Near  Eastern 
Studies  will  speak  tonight  on  the  pro¬ 
grams  available  at  the  center  and  the 
current  situation  in  the  Holy  Land. 

David  B.  Galbraith,  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  of  international  relations  at 
BYU,  has  lived  in  Jersualem  for  the 
past  20  years  and  served  as  director  of 
the  center  for  the  last  15  years,  said 
Keith  R.  Hunter,  marketing  coordi¬ 
nator  for  BYU  Travel  Study. 

Galbraith  will  discuss  the  unrest 
felt  by  the  citizens  of  Israel  and  the 
conflict  among  them. 

“(The  unrest)  that  I’m  talking 
about  is  not  so  obvious  on  the  street 
level.  I’m  talking  about  behind  the 
scenes,”  he  said. 

“We’ve  discovered  that  a  person 
must  be  physically  comfortable  and 
mentally  at  ease  in  order  to  really 
learn,”  said  Galbraith.  “For  the  first 
time  in  Study  Abroad  history,  we  con¬ 
trol  our  environment  (to  a  great  ex¬ 
tent). 

“The  many  years  of  experience  in 
that  land  have  helped  us  to  appreciate 
what  apd  vyiiaLjis.  less  safe, 

•Whe^Jo'go  aridjwnere  ftbF  to  go,  whaf^t 
to  avoid  and  what  not  to  avoid,”  he 
said. 

Some  people  may  be  hesitant  to  go 
to  the  center,  but  the  enrollment  is  up 
and  the  center  is  often  filled. 

Galbraith  said  there  will  be  a  slide 
show  presentation  and  an  explanation 
of  a  number  of  behind-the-scene  facts 
about  the  center. 

The  discussion  will  include:  the  vi¬ 
sion  of  the  center,  the  land  search 
which  began  in  1980  to  the  signing  of 
the  land  lease  on  May  18. 

“The  building  is  finished  and  now 
we  have  to  dress  the  bricks  and  the 
mortar  and  give  them  life  as  it  were 
with  programs,”  said  Galbraith.

“I  know  it’s  a  wonderful  pioneering 
experiment.  It’s  a  quantum  leap,” 
said  Jeffrey  Katzenberg,  chairman  of 
Disney  Studios. 

Roger  Rabbit  is  a  new  cartoon 
character  who  stars  with  Baby  Her¬ 
man,  an  animated  infant.  When  some¬ 
one  is  murdered,  Roger  becomes  the 
main  suspect  and  persuades  Eddie 
Valiant,  played  by  Bob  Hopkins,  to 
help  him. 

“I  suspect  people  will  view  Roger 
Rabbit  the  first  time  to  enjoy  the  vi¬ 
sual  effects  and  see  their  favorite 
characters  combined  in  one  film,”  said 
Branden  Miller,  Scera  marketing  di¬ 
rector. 

The  Scera  Showhouse  in  Orem  was 
chosen  to  show  the  film  by  Disney 
executives  with  the  final  approval  by 
Spielberg,  executive  producer,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Ron  Watson,  Scera  Show- 
house  manager. 

“Producers  such  as  Stephen  Spiel¬ 
berg  and  George  Lucas  are  very  picky 
about  the  theaters  where  their  films 
premiere,”  said  Watson.  “Because  of 
its  size  and  sound  system,  the  Scera 
Showhouse  is  the  best  choice  in  the 
valley.” 

Watson  said  the  Scera  had  to  fill  out 
an  extensive  questionnaire  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  for  the  premiere  of  the  show.
